You have discovered one of the unique qualities of an SX-100 that makes 
ownership and usage such a memorable experience! 


I've had four of them and they are all like that. 


You can partially correct this by stiffening the tall electrostatic shield 
that separates sections of the tuning capacitors. One way to do this is to 
solder 12Ga wire to the rear of the shield and to the T-notch filter box. 
Also solder 12Ga wire from the front of the shield to the tuning capacitor 


frame. This won't cure the problem, but you will notice an improvement.

John, KF2JQ, asked: 


>Can an oil filled (old) capacitor be paralleled with a modern 


>electrolytic type to increase capacity in a power supply circuit if 
>voltage ratings are correct? Existing circuit is using a 8 uf oil 
>filled unit and I was considering adding an electrolytic to double the 
>filtering level without removing the old oil unit. 


It will work fine from the capacitors' viewpoint. The only problem is if 
the power supply has a capacitor input filter and you have a vacuum tube 
rectifier. Capacitor input filters make the input current flow in short, 
but high value peaks. Most vacuum tube rectifiers cannot handle this and 
there are limits on the amount of input capacitance they can work into 
safely. Graphs showing the safe region for a particular diode are often 
included in the tube manuals. You can safely add the extra capacitance on 
the output side of the filter (after the choke) but adding it on the input 
side might create problems. 


As far as the circuit is concerned, the difference between an electrolytic 
Capacitor and an oil capacitor is negligible.

G'day Gang, 

Back in the late 70's, I was purchasing surplus Government 
disposals for our Amateur Radio Club. I can remember getting three 
"Spherics" receivers from The Department of Aviation. One was at 
Brisbane Airport and the others were at Charleville and Townsville 
Airports (all in Queensland, Australia). These used a loop antenna 
built into a box about (from memory) 3ft x 3ft x 9ins, and a verticle 
sense antenna. The loops were permanently mounted in a fixed direction 
which allowed all 3 units to triangulate up into the Timor Sea north 
of Australia to get bearings on storm activity there. 


Seeing that we took them out in the late 70's, I feel sure they would 
have been used for at least 15 years or so. 


We dismantled the box from around one of the loop antennas and found a 
small bell transformer inside with a secondary winding of around 6 
volts. On looking at the schematics, we found what was called a 
"spider" circuit. Can't remember how it worked now, but apparently 
every now and then, the secondary of the transformer was switched into 
or across the loop and voltage applied to discourage spiders from 
building their webs. I wonder how successful it was?

>Cardinal sin #1. I used windex/409 on the front panel and learned that aged 
>paint from the 50's (our paint chemical composition is much better now, 
>right?) comes right off. Doesn't really matter much since the rust is fairly 
>bad anyway- thank goodness I learned the xeasyx way. 

> 

>I might be brave enough to attempt a two color panel repaint (after sand 
>blasting), but I'm very wary about the silk screeing of text back onto the

I would highly recommend soda blasting instead of sand blasting. It will do much 
less damage to the surface. 


If the lettering on the old panel is good enough to photograph, you could get it 
silk screened after you refinish it but it would be expensive. I heard somewhere 
that someone had experience with such a place. May have been here on the list.
